Having made the answera, then you asked that I 
state a case for the opinion of the Court of 
Appeal, under Section 5 of the Public Inquiries 
Act. The questions that you suggested I should 
submit in the stated case are: 

Is counsel for Mr. “X" @ witness at this 
enquiry, entitled to «call witnesses and examine 
in chief. 

Two: Is counsel for Mr. "X" entitled to 
examine cr cposs-examine witnesses called by 
counsel for theCommission or by any other person?

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I suppose you want to add a fourth one: 
Will you, as counsel for Joseph McDermott and 
Vineent Feeley be permitted te examine or 
cross-examine any witnesses called by counsel for

@ step farther: I do net want te be in the 
position where anybedy might think I am unduly 
trying te prolong the hearing of this Commission, 
by an unduly long or useless examination or cress- 
examination. My only thought is that I would 
like, on their behalf, to only cross-examine those 


witnesses on those points, or on that evidence 


Which they gave which would be against the 
interests of my clients. I de net propose, nor — 
ask te go into everything that @ witness says, 
but to confine that cross-examination to any 
point, that if left unanswered, or left unexplained, 
or left unreconciled might well have an adverse 
effect upon my client. — 

Because the reasen for this, sir, is as 
follows: as far as these hearings are concerned, 
Mr. Wilsen evidently has a great mass of material 
and fact, some of it rumour, and some @f it 
hearsay. And he has quite properly presented and 
is presenting to you all that evidence whether it 


be first-hand or third-hand evidence. He is 


presenting it to you. 7 
Insofar as cross-examination is concerned, 
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it is being conducted, here on my left, by the 
representatives of two political parties, and 
I would say, on behalf of my clients, that the

Now, mm my clients then feel, sir, that 
under those circumstances, that their interests 
are best served, having regard to the fact that 
you sir, will be called upon to make a report 
at some time, and having regard te these facts, 
as my friend Mr. MacKinnon said tc you last day, 
in respect of Me. "x": “ Now we have got him 
for perjury, and we are going to put him away 
for 14 years” and matters of that nature; and 
matters of that nature raises the apprehension 
in the minds of those persons who were called 
as witnesses that they are not being properly 
represented unless they have counsel, and who 
could ask certain quiestions that may put a 
different light on the evidence that is given. 
Because, sir --
